And the interest and joy which lie intends 
his reader to find in his tale are in taking up 
the golden thread here and there in its in­ 
tended recurrence, and following, as it rises 
again and again, his melody through the dis­ 
ciplined and unaccented march of the fugue. 


How Edwin Arnold Became a Journalist. 
J o sy p h H u tto n , in H a r p e r ’s M agazine. 


One sum m er day, some 20 years ago, a 
young author and his wife were enjoying a 
fish excursion on the iliver Dart. 
A friend 
had sent them a copy ot‘ the Athemeum con­ 
taining a review of the husband’s first trans­ 
lation from the Indian classics. 
Turning 
over the pages of the critical journal, the au­ 
thor's eye fell upon an advertisement which 
announced that a leader-writer was required 
for a new daily newspaper. The character 
of the journalistic enterprise was hinted at, 
and the political principles of the services of 
the gentlem an who was wanted were clearly 
defined. 
“T hat is the very position I should 
like,” said the young Anglo Indian to his wife; 
“the idea is new, the cheap press is a splen­ 
did and im portant experiment, the object one 
with which 1 heartily sympathize. 
I think 1 
w’ill write about it.” And so the young couple 
sauntered home amicl scenes of sunshine ut­ 
terly in contrast with the surroundings of 
the Fleet street printing office. He wras no 
inexperienced scholar, no mere seeker after 
employment, the young author who had acci­ 
dentally stum bled upon his destiny on that 
summer day by the sea. 
Educated at the 
King’s school, Rochester, and at King’s Col­ 
lege, London, he had won a scholarship at 
University College, Oxford. In 1852 he ob­ 
tained the Newdigale prize for his English 
poem on “The Feast of Belshazzar,” and in 
the year following he was selected to address 
tiie late Earl of Derby on his installation 
as chancellor 
of 
the 
University. 
He 
graduated 
in 
honors 
in 
1854. 
On 
quitting 
college 
he 
was 
elected second 
master 
of 
King 
Edward 
V i’s 
school, 
a 
famous 
midland 
counties 
educational institution at Birmingham. 
He 
resigned this position for the appointment of 
principal of the Sanskrit college at Poona, 
in the Bombay presidency, with'a Fellowship 
of the U niversity of Bombay, which offices lie 
still held when the words “Editer Wanted,” 
attracted his attention in the Athenanim. He 
was taking a vacation in his native country. 
In 1S01 the young Sanskrit principal bade 
farewell to Poona, lie had accepted the ap­ 
pointment on the editorial staff which he and 
his wife had discussed in a vague kind of 
way that very year off Dartmouth. The pa­ 
per in question was the Daily Telegraph; the 
volunteer for journalistic work was Mr. Ed­ 
win Arnold, perhaps the most unselfish en­ 
thusiast that ever attached himself to polities 
and the press. 
Although in many respects 
Oriental in his tastes, Edwin Arnold may be 
regarded as a typical Englishman. He has 
never allowed his literary labors to overcome 
his love of out-door life. 
A master of field 
sports, he has a thorough knowledge of 
horses, dogs and guns, and is particularly 
fond of yacthing. Few men living have a more 
thorough acquaintance with Indian affairs. 
The first editorial he ever wrote in the Tele­ 
graph was on the British Empire in the east. 
Since that time he has written upward of 0.- 
000 leading articles. 
During the two years 
and a half of the eastern question, which is 
stained with the blood of the great war be­ 
tween Russia and Turkey, Mr. Arnold wrote 
between 400 and 500 consecutive articles— 
leaders—that were looked for with interest 
and anxiety by all classes of the people, the 
more so that the Telegraph found itself at 
variance on foreign politics with the party it 
had hitherto supported decisively, and in fa­ 
vor of the m aintenance of British prestige 
and power in the east.

W itli all dm* respect to Colonel 
I Kockwell—whose knowledge 
of Latin is 
i probably better than mine—I cannot help 
I thinking th at the tragic, fate of his friend and 
classmate has suggested a reading of the 
phrase which it will hardly bear. 
The Latin 
atmnr/nhn-t, in its literal sen.se, applies ex­ 
clusively to death by choking or sutVocatiou. 
It is derived, without change of meaning, 
from the corresponding (¡reek verb, which 
comes in turn lrom the noun slrai/riith’. a 
halter. 
So good a Latinist as the president 
would scarcely have chosen a word of such 
narrow and inappropiaie meaning, when the 
better w ord urrixutt, to describe death by 
wounding, m ust have been ready to his hand. 
Rut there 
is a metaphorical meaning of 
atririirintntiis which is used in the poets and 
in w riters of posl-elassieal prose, especially i 
writer« upon law. which was probably in lien- j 
eral Garfield’s mind, as he lay chained to his J 
bed in th at Jong mid-summer agony.

word in that sense means "tortured'’ or “tor- ; 
m ented." 
There Is authority for such use of [ 
it in Ovid, Seneca and Jmenal.

I took a jo u rn ey the other day away to the 
other side of P aris, to that far-off quarter 
where H ouguereau am i other great artists 
abide, to see the m agnificent wiiTdow in paint­ 
ed glass w hich is destined for the dining-room 
of Mr. W m. II. V anderbilt's new house in 
New York. T his splendid work of art, which 
is the largest one of the kind ever executed 
for a secular building, is due to the talent of 
M. Oudinot, w ho is saicl to be the lirst artist 
in the world in his peculiar lino. The subject 
of the picture is the meeting of the two 
kings, Francis 1. and H enry VIII., on the 
Field ot the C loth o f Gold. 
In the centre of 
the foreground th e tw o young sovereigns, 
magnificent in dress and in appointments, 
each m ounted on a superb and liery steed, 
clasp hands, w hile a t the right Queen Claude, 
of France, su rrounded by her attendants, 
contemplates the greeting of the rival mon- 
archs. 
K ing F ran cis rides a snow-white 
charger, w ith trappings of azure and gold, 
while H enry's horse is a dark bay. 
A gaily- 
clad jester holds tw o hounds in a leash in the 
immediate foreground to the right, while the 
rest of the picture is tilled with the knights, 
nobles, spearm en, &e., in attendance on the 
two kings. 
In the background rise the 
gorgeous tents erected to shelter the throng of 
royal and aristocratic personages. 
The color­ 
ing of the w ork, w hich includes some forty or 
fifty figures, is very superb.

The E arth Drying Up. 


From the Now York Times. 


There is ab u n d an t wvidence that the amount 
of water on the surface of the earth has been 
steadily dim inishing for many thousands of 
years. 
No one doubts that there was a time 
vvhe'-i the C aspian Sea communicated with 
the Black Sea, and when the Mediterranean 
covered the D esert of Sahara. In fact, geolo­ 
gists tell us th a t at one period the whole of 
the earth w as covered by water, and the fact 
that continents of dry land now exist is proof 
that there is less w ater on our globe now than 
there was in its infancy. 
This diminution 
of our supply of water is going on at the 
present clay a t a rate so rapid as to be clearly 
appreciable. 
T he rivers and smaller streams 
of our A tlantic states are visibly smaller than 
they were twenty-five years ago. Country 
brooks in w hich men now living were accus­ 
tomed to fish and bathe in their boyhood have 
in many cases 
totally 
disappeared, not 
through an act of man, but solely in conse­ 
quence of th e failure of springs and rains 
which once fed them . 
The level of the great 
lakes is falling year by year. There are 
many piers on the shores of lake-side cities 
which vessels once approached with ease, but 
which now hardly reach to the edge of the 
water. 
H arbors are everywhere growing 
shallower. 
T h is is not due to the gradual 
deposit of earth brought down by rivers or of 
refuse from city sewers. 
The harbor of | 
Toronto has grow n shallow in spite of the j 
fact that it has been dredged out so that the j 
bottom rock has been reached, and all the i 
dredging which can be done to the harbor of t 
New York w ill not permanently deepen it., i 
The growing shallow ness of the Hudson is ; 
more evident above Albany that it is in the ; 
tide-water region, and, like the outlet of Lake 
Champlain, w hich was once navigable by In- 
nian canoes a t all seasons, the upper Hudson 
is now almost bare of water in many places 
during the sum m er. 
In all other parts of the 
world there is th e same steady decrease of 
water in rivers and lakes, and the rainfall in 
Europe, wfiere scientific observations are 
made, is m anifestly less than it was at 
riod within in an ’s memory.

What tho Poet of Democracy Says of the Con­ 
cord Poet.

-During my last, 
three or four months' jaunt to Boston' and 
through New England 1 spent such good 
days at Concord, and with Emerson; seeing

his literary action and expression so becom­ 
ing and Impressive), that I must give a few 
impromptu notes of that memorable and pe­

(Sept. 17j).—Never had 1 a better piece of 
luck befall me: a long ami blessed evening

always with a smile.

self, Mrs. Emerson, with her daughter Ellen, 
the son Edward and his wife, with my friend 
1-'. S. and Mrs. S., and others, relatives and 
iut ¡mates. 


October lo-lo, lisSl.—I spend a good deal of 
time on the common these delicious days and 
nights—every midday fiom 11 .;>(> to about

-and almost every sunset another hour. 
I 
know all the big trees, ('specially, the old 
elms along Tremont and Beacon streets, and 
have come to a sociable silent understanding 
with most of them, in thesunlit air (yet crispy 
cool enough), as I sauntered along the wide 
unpaved walks. 
Up and down this breadth 
by Beacon street, between these same old 
elms, I walked for two hours, of a bright 
sharp February midday twenty-one years ago, 
with Emerson, then in his prime, keen, phy.-- 
ically and morally magnetic, armed at every 
point, and when he chose wielding the emo­ 
tional just as well as the intellectual.

More precious than gold to me that 
dissertation—(I only wish I had it now, ver­ 
batim).

was unanswerable, no judge’s 
charge ever more complete or convincing. 
I 
could never hear the points better put—-and 
then I felt down in my soul the clear and un­ 
mistakable conviction to disobey all, and 
pursue my own way. 
“W hat have you to say 
then to such things?"' 
said E., pausing 
in 
conclusion. 
“Only that 
while I can't 
answer 
them 
at 
all, 
I 
feel 
more 
settled than ever to adhere to my own 
theory and exemplify it,’’ was my candid re­ 
sponse. 
Whereupon we went and had a 
good dinner at the American house.

thenceforward I never wavered or was touch­ 
ed with qualms (as 1 confess 1 had been two 
or three times before). 
Let me conclude by 
the thought, after all the rest is said, that 
most impresses me about Emerson. Amid the 
utter delirium-disease called book-making, its 
feverish cohorts filling our world with every 
form of dislocation, morbidity and special 
type of anemia or exceptionalism (with the

how comfort­ 
ing to know of an author who has, through a 
long life, and in spirit, written as honestly,

Cuiteau gradually worked him self in to a 
towering rage and declared against the w it­ 
ness, the prosecution and cranks whom he 
claimed threatened him with violence, h is 
billingsgate being especially directed ag a in st 
the prosecuting attorney, 
lieferring to C o rk ­ 
hill he said: 
"H e is getting too dirty and too 
stinking to live, and the first thing h * k n o w s 
God Almighty will take him off and send h im 
down below." 


Hush R. Shoppen, pastor of A ll S a in t's 
church, Washington, boarded at ti e sa m e 
house and occupied a seat at the same ta b le 
with the prisoner from April last till th e d a y 
before the murder of the prisoner, w hen th e 
prisoner disappeared. 
W itness had freq u e n t­ 
ly conversed with the prisoner.

lived in Chicago and that form ed a basis of 
conversation which led quite to fan d liarity .

It looks ugly, and smacks of cold— 
bitter, biting cold, north and south, east and 
west. 
The month bids fair to.be cold and dry 
rather than otherwise, and this cold mny be 
somewhat proportionate to the heat of the past 
summer, and extend to extreme southern and 
western points. The entry of the month is like­ 
ly to brinjr in winter abruptly in most sections 
where winter is usually expected and experi­ 
enced. 
The tlrst week of the month will prob­ 
ably give the first {food snow-falls of the season 
in New York.” 


It w ill thus be seen that every possible con­ 
tingency has been provided for in these tw o 
predictions.

O ur dispatches yesterday gave the result of 
th e trial of the three R ussian police officers 
for not using proper precautions to save the 
czar’s life. 
The follow ing additional facts 
tak en from the Cincinnati Com m ercial m ay 
be of in terest; 


Mrovinsky was attached to th e prefecture of 
St. Petersburg as a technical entrineer; Tegleff 
was chief police officer of the Spassky district : 
and FursotT was chief of the secret section of the 
piefecture. The accusation against Mrovinsky 
Is, that though Tegleff Informed him that there 
were reasons to suspect a crime and other prepar­ 
ations to assassinate thr* czar, and requested him 
to inspect the cheese shop o f Kobczeff, in Little 
Garden street, he did not use all the means at 
his 
command to 
discover th e mine which 
existed. The charge against TeglefI is that hav­ 
ing suspected KobezeiT and his supposed wife of 
making preparations for the assassination of 
the czar, and having had his suspicions con­ 
firmed by the discoveries of his agents, he did 
not, until March 12, the day before the assassina­ 
tion took place, take any steps for discovering 
the mine, and when he did exam ine Kobezeff's 
shop he did not employ all the moans at his dis­ 
posal for accomplishing his object. The char/re 
against Fursoff is that having been furnished 
by'Tegleff with information ugainst the Kobr- 
zelfs he did not take any steps to verify his sus­ 
picions; that he did not inform the procureur 
and gendarmerie of what was going on until the 
afternoon of the assassination o f the czar, and 
finally that having considered the results of 
Teglell’s inspection of the cheese shop the pre­ 
viou s day he did not use all the means at his 
disposal to discover the mine. 
. T i e prosecution acts upon the assumption 
that had Mrovinsky, Tegleff and Fursoff done 
their whole duty the Kobezeff m ine would have 
been discovered, and that that would have led 
to the discovery of the other parts of the plot; 
or, at least, that the arrangements for the visit 
of the czar to the parade would have been so 
modilled as to have protected him from danger. 


T h e ju ry at least seem to have considered 
th e above charges proven. 
A ll the officers 
stateil fair reasons, but in view of the result, 
no excuse was allowed. 
T hey ought to have 
follow ed up their suspicions m ore prom ptly. 
I t w as their m isfortune th at a t this particular 
tim e they did not take th eir suspicions for 
facts. 
T he sentences w ere fo r three years 
im prisonm ent.

The D enver p a p e rs a re all wrangling over 
.circulation. 
U n le ss th e re is some test to 
settle it, it is lik e ly to b e a g reat nuisance to 
the readers. 
In th e in te re s t of peace and for 
the relief o f th e re a d e rs w e suggest the fol­ 
lowing p lan to s e ttle th e question: 
Each 
paper shall se le c t o n e p erso n to represent it 
on a e® m m ittee a n d th e s e th ree shall select 
two others, 
m a k in g a com m ittee of five. 
Then any one re p re se n ta tiv e of one paper 
with the tw o im p a rtia l m em b ers will consti­ 
tute a m ajo rity . 
T h e p ap ers should then 
agree on w h a t c o n s titu te s th e largest circula­ 
tion. 
T he fa ire s t te s t w o u ld be the actual 
cash received fo r sa y six m onths or a year. 
•July cash su b sc rib e rs a n d cash sales ought to 
be considered a p a r t o f th e circulation in 
iucIi a test. 
E x c h a n g e lists, which may be 
large or sm all, a ll D . H . subscribers, and all 
subscribers for any le n g th o f tim e unpaid 
should n o t b e c o n sid e re d in th e circulation. 
On this basis th e committee could make a 
careful and accurate investigation, and its 
report would be final. 


O ur tro u b le over the Peru-Chili difficulty 
seem s t«o have arisen from the fact th at our 
representatives to those governm ents w ere 
not train ed diplom ats. 
It again suggests the 
question 
w hether 
these 
foreign m issions 
should belong to broken down, unsuccessful 
politicians. 
T he Am erican caucus is not th e 
school to fit one to adjust delicate questions 
of in tern atio n al law. 
Our diplom atic service 
should consist of men trained for it and they 
should 
be 
promoted 
as 
they 
show 
them selves capable. 
Then we should not 
have, such aw kw ard questions to settle as w e 
now have in South America. 
Diplom acy is 
ju st as m uch of a profession as law or m edi­ 
cine. I t w ould be nearly as wrong to appoint 
a defeated candidate for congress w ho had 
neither stu d ied law or medicine to the su­ 
prem e ben ch or to the surgeon-generalship of 
the arm y, as to m ake m any of the appoint­ 
m ents w hich are now made to tiie diplom atic 
service. 


T he dem ocrats are very jealous of S enator 
S herm an’s funding bill. 
They say he is steal­ 
ing dem ocratic thunder because P resident

Chaffee is not in the cabinet 
T he N ew s should have some more specials 
and n o t let its boom die so abruptly. 


Hang Guiteau! I 


T iie refunding bill which M r. K andall w ill 
introduce into the house to-m orrow is very 
cunningly drawn. 
Many features w ould have 
been considered very m ischievous tw o years 
ago. 
It contains many greenback suggestions 
w hich the present stable condition of our fi­ 
n ances renders com paratively harm less. 
T he 
first section proposes to reduce the coin re­ 
serve for the 
resum ption 
of 
greenbacks 
from 
40 
to 
30 per cent, of the am ount 
issued. 
The greenbackers 
have alw ays 
been troubled by the coin reserve and tried to 
g et it into circulation, 
l ï th e ir efforts had 
been successful in 18TS we never should have 
resum ed. 
Another provision of this first sec­ 
tio n is that this coin shall be paid out for the 
redem ption of bonds as last as it accum ulates 
to over 30 per cent, of the circulation of the 
greenbacks. 
This will necessitate im m ediate­ 
ly th e paym ent of nearly §50,000,000 of this 
reserve. 
W hat shall be paid o u t ? 
O f course 
th e holder of the bond w ill 
ask for the 
gold. 
If this is paid out after a little more 
silver is coined, we shall find o u r entire re­ 
serve in silver. 
This m ight involve us in 
g reat financial peril. 
If we decline to give 
th e bondholder the option of choosing w hat 
coin he w ill have, we m ay pay o u t h alf silver 
an d h alf gold, or all silver. 
In th is w ay we 
m ay p u t silver into circulation. 
B ut is it a 
good w ay? 


T he bill also has the usual slap for the 
n atio n al banking system w hich did so m uch 
to save th e country during the w ar and which is 
so very disagreeable to the average dem ocrat. 
T h e bill provides the surplus over 30 pei 
cent, shall be used to 
buy 
bonds which 
sh all be called in and on w hich in terest shall 
cease four months after such call. 
The 
fo u rth section attem pts to apply this to the 
n atio n al banks. 
It provides th a t no bond on 
w hich interest has ceased shalP be accepted or 
continued as a deposit for th e circulation of 
n atio n al banks. 
T his on its face ivould seem 
absurd. 
I t forbids the governm ent to fund 
its debt in a 11011-interest bearing security. 
T h is w ould seem to be the best th in g possible 
fo r th e governm ent. In fact w e are surprised 
th a t M r. Kandall does not introduce a bill 
providing th at hereafter the bonds placed on 
d ep o sit for national bank circulation shall 
n o t b ear interest. 
Even at the low rate of 3 
p e r cent, this would save th e governm ent 
over §10,000,000 annually. 
B u t M r. K andall 
say s th a t the national banks sh all not go 
w ith o u t interest- even if they w ish to, and 
provides by law that non-interest bearing 
bonds 
shall 
not 
be 
considered 
good 
as 
a 
deposit 
for 
Circulation. 
This 
looks a t first blush 
kind a n d charitable 
to th e banks but Mr. Kandall has n o t heretofore 
m anifested any such sentim ents a n d we m ust 
look deeper for an explanation. 
H e evidentr 
ly thinks, the national banks w ill p refer to 
have bonds bearing no interest rath er than 
have them paid off in silver, and th is is the 
w ay he tries to outgeneral the banks. 
Of 
course th e proposition 
is 
absurd. 
If any 
A m erican citizen chooses to keep non-interest 
bearing bonds, lie should have th e privilege. 
T h e governm ent should not in sist th a t it will 
n o t borrow w ithout interest, if its citizens and 
b an k s insist that it shall. 
Mr. R an d all m akes 
h is bill grotesque by this provision. 


T h e w hole bill is founded 011 a m isappre­ 
hension. 
It tries to force silver into circula­ 
tio n by artificial means which w ill only m ake 
it th e m ore unpopular. 
It tries to force con­ 
fidence w hich m ust be wooed. 
I t w as the de­ 
fe a t of such m easures for the la st ten years 
th a t has m ade it possible to fu n d th e debt in 
a th ree per cent. bond. 
I t rem ains to be seen 
w h eth er the defeat of such bills is necessary 
to m ain tain our credit/ 


MR. HAYES AND HIS PARTY. 


.In a few days Mr. and M rs. H ayes will 
leave for Europe. 
T he announcem ent has 
been m ade in a few papers q u ite inform ally, 
an d it attracts but little notice. 
T h is is sur­ 
p risin g and difficult to understand. 
M any of 
o u r papers are still full of sneers a t his ad­ 
m inistration, and yet it w as m o st success­ 
fu l,lo o k in g from either a p artisan o r patriotic 
stan d p o in t. 
Lookiiig at it from a p u rely par­ 
tisan standpoint, we Sad be entered Into of­ 


fice with a grave doubt in th e m inds of many 
good people that his party hail carried t.hecnim- 
try. 
The democrats had alread y gained suffi­ 
cient northern senators 10 en su re them a large 
m ajority in the senate as soon as (lie term s of 
the southern senators should expire. 
They 
had a good working m ajority in th e house. 
W hen Mr. Hayes left the ch air his p arty had 
carried the country beyond question, the sen­ 
ate was tied and the house had a gooil repub­ 
lican plurality. 
This w as a very rem arkable 
change in public sentim ent and w as due to 
the fact that President H ayes’ adm inistration 
had brought back into sym p ath y w ith the re­ 
publican party a large class of independent 
thinking voters who w ere estran g ed from the 
party. 
There were three th in g s th a t Hayes 
did to bring about this resu lt 
First—He pursued a liberal policy tow ard

T he north then understood th e southern j 
question and rebuked ostracism and injustice I 
at the polls.

Sccond—He pursued a conservative, and j 
strictly honorable financial policy. H is adm in- j 
istration settled all the g reat financial questions 
which had been agitated fo r th e p a st fifteen 
years. 
This put all the business in terests of 
the country 011 the side of th e republican 
party and was sufficient to give us th e election. 


T h in i—He made an honest atte m p t to re­ 
form the civil service. 
Tbit, has been sneered 
at by many, but thoughtlessly. 
T h ere has 
been an immense change lfl public sentim ent 
and in the service since M r. Ila y e s becam e 
president. 
It is only necessary to ta k e a sin­ 
gle feature of it. 
U nder G ran t th e service 
became so purely political 
th a t th e entire 
management of the party w as in the bands of 
officeholders. 
The chairm an of the republi­ 
can national committee w as th e secretary of 
the interior, who left his bu reau in W ashing­ 
ton 
and 
spent 
about five m o n th s 
in 
New 
York 
conducting 
tiie 
cam paign. 
T his 
would 
be 
im possible 
now , 
and 
w e 
can hardly 
believe 
th a t 
th is 
was 
done five years ago. 
A gain th e chairm an of 
the state central com m ittees of R hode Island, 
New York, Wisconsin, C olorado and m any 
other states were office-holders. 
In fact most 
of the comity and state com m ittees all over 
the country had an office-holder for chairm an, 
secretary ar active m em ber. 
O f course the 
result of this was seen. 
T h e governm ent' 
service became a sort of pension bu reau to 
support politicians 
to ru n 
th e m achine. 
Of course this was detrim ental to th e service. 
H ad the 100,000 office-holders had only the 
influence in flic party organization th a t they 
were numerically entitled to 
th ere 
would 
have been

objection.

influence 
than the 8.000.000 other voters. 
It w as to 
correct this evil that the m uch criticised civil 
service order number one w as issued. 
It was 
not exactly just or founded on broad princi­ 
ples of general application. 
l>ut. it w as is­ 
sued for a special purpose aiql th at special 
purpose was accomplished, 
ization now belongs to the p arty and not to an 
office-holding clique who had control of the 
party. 
These reform.; w ere g reat and general 
enough to bring to the republican p a rty the 
large elem ent in the country th a t favors a 
purifying of the civil service. 


T o estimate the value of th e w ork lie did 
for the party v.-e have only to look at th e re­ 
sults of elections. 
We should com pare the 
elections of 1874 with those of 1S78. because 
the merits of G rant's ad m in istratio n and 
H ayes’ adm inistration w ere in those years 
before the country.

could not afford to buy American vessels, be­ 
cause the cost would be from 25 to 50 more 
than the cost of English vessels.

not compete with one of our vessels costing 
8300,000 with an English vessel of the same 
size and speed costing 6200,000. 
W e would 
be compelled to get larger carrying rates. 
If 
we wish to compete successfully for the 
carrying trade, we must enable our shippers 
to buy ships as low as the English shipper.This 
cannot be done at present except by having 
free shipping laws and allowing our shippers 
to buy English vessels.

THE KOBINSOïr. 


A Trip Through the Mine by a Corres­ 
pondent, 


L eadvillo H erald. 


The general impression seems to be pre­ 
vailing that the Kobinson mine is exhausted, 
such is not the case, though it n;ust be adm it­ 
ted great inroads have been made upon its ore 
reserves. 
Tho Herald mining reporter w as 
yesterday permitted to visit the mine, and in 
company with Mr. J. 13. Stevens, the m ana­ 
ger, went through all the working drifts. 
A 
definite statement regarding the condition of 
the mine must not however be expected, for 
the reporter did not sample the mine, and 
could judge of it only from observation. 


The mine is shipping one hundred tons of 
ore per day, and has continued to do so. 
A bout two cars daily are sent to the La P lata 
works, and about eight tons to the Boston 
and Colorado smelting works. Ju st w hat the 
grade of this ore is cannot be stated as it is 
unknow n, but Mr. Stevens gave assurance 
that the last lot of one hundred tons sam pled 
by the Argo works gave an assay of seventy- 
two ounces of silver to the ton. 
It is highly 
probable that this is above the average grade, 
but still the ore is undoubtedly yielding a fair 
profit. 


A t the mine all is progressing as usual. 
Cars loaded with ore are being continually 
draw n from the mine and dumped into tho 
large railroad cars fr<*m the trestle w ork 
above. 
The small cars are each weighed as 
they come from the tunnel and looking over 
the weigher’s book it is clearly seen that the 
average production reaches fully a hundred 
tons daily. 
Samples are taken from each car 
as it stands on the scales and these sam ples 
are assayed daily. 


Entering the long and line tunnel through 
which the mine is worked, a distance of nearly 
nine hundred feet is traversed before the ore 
body is reached. There is a fine engine anti 
boiler set in compartments cut in the solid 
rock, beside the tunnel, over eight hundred 
feet from its mouth. 


The south incline extends in an easterly di­ 
rection at a pitch of about twenty-live de­ 
grees and was commenced at the south side 
of the ore chute. 
Down this cars are run to 
the different levels below. 


A. descent was lirst made to the end o f the 
incline, which is about 420 feet from the tu n ­ 
nel or flumber five incline. At 400 feet from 
the tunnel the number nine level has ju st 
n started and is in but about ton ioet. 
The incline is down twenty feet below’ this 
level. 
The ninth level has not,-of course, yet- 
reached the ore body, and it is expected at 
least sixty feet will be required before the ore 
will be reached. 


lieturning up the incline the eighth level 
w as next visited. This first cut ore at 57 feet 
from the incline, but it lias not been found in 
the solid masses such as exist in the levels 
above. 
In fact the vein seems split up into 
seams, and but little ore in mass is found. 
The quality of ore also is not as good or does 
not appear as good as above. 
At the further 
end of the dj'ift yesterday there seemed a 
better showing than at any other point along 
the drift. 
The ore shows in patches for 
about thirty feet along the drift, but only a 
sm all proportion, such as would do to ship 
w ithout closely assorting. 
There is a possi­ 
bility that the main ore chute may be above 
or below the level. 
A short cross cut has 
been started up towards the seventh level, 
but is in only a few feet. 


lieturning to the incline an ascent was then 
m ade to the seventh level. 
This has pro­ 
duced a large amount of ore and still has 
»unit; iu reserve. A whize ami incline was 
run toward the eighth level and extends 
thirty-tw o feet. 
Quite a large stope here 
exists and the sides still show ore, but the 
quality is not known- 
The intcli of the in­ 
cline is very steep and down in the sum p a 
large quantity of water lvis accumulated. T he 
reporter was fortunate yesterday in the fact 
this sum p had just been drained so as to allow 
Professor Pimumer to examine. 
This is con­ 
sidered one of the most important portions of 
the mine as the face of the winze and incline 
show s live feet of solid sulphuret ore dipping 
directly toward the eighth level and thirty- 
two feet from the seventh. About the seventh 
extensive stopiug has been done extending up 
to the sixth level and several sets of tim bers 
wide. 
There still remains ore on both sides. 


In the sixth level ore shows from the begin­ 
ning, and thirty feet from the incline the 
stopiug begins. This extends doivn to the 
seventh and up to the fifth. There is considera­ 
ble ore being broken in both of these stopes, 
and large amounts are still standing. 
T he 
vein was directly at the sixth level very thick, 
and a winze sunk down for about eighteen 
feet still reveals ore below. As in the other 
places, the reporter is unable to judge of the 
quality of that remaining, but its appearance 
is good and the large amount already stoped 
out as well as the fact that a great proportion 
of the ore now being mined is from these 
stopes, would lead one to suppose the quality 
is good. 


Above the lifth level but little is being 
done. 
Above the faurth ore has been dis­ 
covered under the old workings and some ore 
is here produced. 


The condition of the mine is such at pres­ 
ent th at large shipments can be m aintained 
for a considerable period from present de­ 
veloped bodies. It would be impossible to 
state iiow long, not knowing the quality of all 
the ore exposed, but from the bodies now be­ 
ing m ined and shipped there yet rem ains 
considerable. 
Manager Stevens states he is 
confident he cau continue shipments for sixty 
days of one hundred tons a day and still have 
a large amount of reserves from his ore 
bodies. 
H e says further that by the first of 
Jan u ary he will have all the indebtedness of 
the company paid, including amounts due 
Argo works, La Plata smelter, and the bal­ 
ance of 832,000 due on the Jacque suit. One 
note of .316,000 due on the Jacque suit will 
be paid to-day. 


T he new shaft being sunk two hundred 
feet east from the number nine level is be­ 
ing driven down as rapidly as possible. 
I t is 
now down 217, and is worked under contract 
by three shifts of men, working eight hours 
each. 


The great chances in the future for the 
m ine consist principally in the hope that the 
pitch of the vein is so great that the ore chute 
where the eighth level is run extends beneath 
or to greater depth, or else that the eighth 
level may possibly be run in a lean portion of 
the mine. 
This can best be determined by 
w hat the ninth level may determine. 
Mr. 
Stevens is in the hopes that the ninth level 
will be run to where the ore chute should be 
cut, by the twenty-fifth of this month, and 
th at lie will then have a tine Christmas 
present for the company. 
The financial con­ 
dition of the company as well as the explana­ 
tions given by the officers of the company for 
the recent great decline in the price of the 
stock is best known by a circular issued by 
the general officers on the third of this m onth:

THE MORMON EYIL. 


Governor Neal, of Idaho, Interviewed on the 
Strength of the Church, 


X kw Yohk, December 1 2 .—Covernor Neal 
of Idaho, now here, was interviewed yester­ 
day by a Tribune reporter on the subject of 
M onnonism. The former said: “Mormonism 
is a serious question on the Pacific coast, and 
M ormons are making special efforts to control 
territories outside of Utah, where they have 
already complete mastery. 
If the press of 
th e country would 
discuss the question 
thoroughly a sentiment would soon be created 
th at would compel congress to act in the mat­ 
ter. I should also like to say that the division 
of parties in Utah is those in sympathy with 
the Mormons and anti-Mormon. There are 
no republicans or democrats known as such 
there, and I find among the staunchest anti- 
Mormons such men as Judge Koseborougli, 
Ju d g e Sutherland, Colonel Samuel Merritt 
and many other prominent democrats, all as 
hostile as any republican to the prevailing 
system . 
It is part of a plan of the .Mormon 
church to populate surrounding territories and 
states with its adherents, with a view of 
ultim ately 
gaining 
political 
control* of 
them , and then by bargaining with either of 
the political parties to have the territories 
adm itted as states, thus obtaining the balance 
of power in congress. 
In my opinion t!u* 
3Iorm on church is more of a political than a 
religious organization, and I am convinced 
th at it is a treasonable organization. 
1 be­ 
lieve members of it who go through the En­ 
dow m ent House take ail oath of hostility to 
the government, and I have myself heard 
treasonable doctrines preached in the .Salt 
L ake tabernacle. 
In my judgment it will lie 
necessary ultimately to deal with the ques­ 
tion from this standpoint unless coniiress 
adopts immediately very effectual measures 
to prevent the practice and spread of polyg­ 
am y, for that is the corner-stone of the 
church. 
l*olygamy 
gives 
all 
who 
join 
the 
society 
a 
community 
of 
interest 
in 
crime, 
and 
that 
too 
is w hy the priests insist so strenuously on the 
practice of polygamy. 
They know that an 
interest in the crime will strengthen the 
church and make it better able to accomplish 
its designs. Bear Lake county in Idaho is 
populated exclusively by Mormons. 
The 
last census gave it a population of ¡V-JOi). 
O neida county, having the largest repre­ 
sentation in the territorial legislature, is con­ 
trolled by Mormons, who have a population 
of 4,000 out of a total of 7,500. in Cossea 
county they have a number of settlements, 
and are enabled by throwing their vote for 
those who are friendly to them to decide the 
elections. 
The territory has a population of 
about 40,000, and the Mormons number near­ 
ly 1 0 , 0 0 0 . Mormonism is opposed to all our 
industries, particularly to mining, which is 
the greatest interest on the Pacific slope. If 
the Mormons had power they would not per­ 
m it an ounce of ore to be mined, nor indeed 
w ould they allow any person hostile to their. 
peculiar institutions to settle in their midst. 
I am frequently asked how, in a free country 
like this, the Mormon priesthood exercises so 
com plete control over the followers of the 
church. 
It is easy of explanation: The Mor­ 
m on population is largely made up of the low­ 
est and most superstitious classes of foreign­ 
ers. 
In their own countries they were ac­ 
custom ed to submit to priestly domination, or 
they 
lived under a despotic government. 
W hen brought to America they are put on the 
cars a t New York and taken as rapidly as pos­ 
sible to Utah, where they are placed for settle­ 
m ent in exclusively Mormon communities. 
T hey have seen nothing and know noth­ 
ing 
of 
American ideas and institutions 
and 
are 
permitted 
to 
learn 
noth­ 
ing 
of 
them. 
They 
are 
visited 
constantly by Mormon priests, their conduct 
is w atched and in fact there is the most com­ 
p lete system of espionage that could possibly 
be desired. 
It is not surprising then that 
they subm it willingly to that which they are 
accustom ed to in countries from which they 
cam e. 
A nd again, before they came here 
they had nothing probably which they could 
call their own; here, after declaring their in­ 
tention to become citizens, they take up homes 
on government land. In this respect then 
condition is inllnitely better than b e fo re anu 
the Mormon church receives in the minds ot 
these ignorant persons all the glory and c re d it 
for this improvement in their affairs.”

J u d g e Ila lle tt, in the U nited S tates court, 
a c t in g fo r Ju d g e M cCreary, recen tly delivered 
a n in te rlo c u to ry decree affirm ing an d defining 
th e r ig h ts o f Mrs. M. S eym our R ogers vs. th e 
R o b e r t E . L ee MiniDg com pany and others. 
T h e a m o u n t involved in the su it is n o t far 
f r o m 81,000,000. 
It is n o t supposed th a t th e 
d e e is o n 
w ill affect 
th e 
fo rm er 
Colorado 
S p r in g s ow ners of the Lee, as th e m ine w as 
s o ld to th e present ow ners su b ject to any 
c la im s th a t m ig h t.b e m ade by M rs. R ogers. 
A s o u r read er? have alw ays tak en m ore o r 
le s s in te r e s t in the mine, the follow ing bit o f 
h is to r y concerning the case, tak en from th e 
D e n v e r N ew s, will offer inform ation to m an y : 
T h e case was brought before th e d istrict 
c o u r t f o r L ake county in A p ril, 1880, an d 
t r a n s f e r r e d to the circuit co u rt fo r ad ju st­ 
m e n t. 
T h e action w as com m enced by M- 
S e y m o u r Rogers, com plainant, ag ain st Jam e s 
Y . M a rsh a ll, Jam es M. Sigafus, L orenzo D. 
R o u d e b u s h , Irving H ow bert, B enjam in F . 
C ro w e ll, 
Joseph F. H um phrey, 
and 
th e 
R o b e r t E. Lee M ining com pany, fo r th e p u r­ 
p o s e o f determ ining the rights in equity, of 
th e s a id Rogers, to an in terest in th e m ine. 
T h e h isto ry of this case is a t once co m p li­ 
c a te d a n d interesting. 
T h e m in e w as discovered on th e tw en ty - 
fif th d a y o f Ju n e, 1878, by G eorge W . B elt 
a n d W illia m K night, who subsequently sold 
it to M . S eym our Rogers and Irv in g H o w b ert; 
b u t p r io r to this sale they bonded one-fourth 
o f th e m in e to Jam es V . D exter, w ho agreed 
to p ro c u re a p aten t for the pro p erty . 
T h is 
w a s d u rin g Septem ber, 1878. 
In O ctober of 
t h e s a m e year Jam es M. S igafus appeared 
u p o n th e scene, claim ed a one-half in terest in 
t h e m in e a n d com m enced a su it in th e d istrict 
c o u r t f o r th e fourth judicial d istrict, ag ain st 
B e l t a n d K night for th a t portion o f th e m ine, 
to g e th e r w ith dam ages. 
T h e M . Seym our Rogers referred to is th e 
w if e o f W illiam II. R ogers, an d in 1878 th ey 
r e s id e d in Colorado Springs. 
T h e R ogers 
w e r e q u ite poor, and he follow ed th e vocation 
o f a p ro sp ecto r. 
In the p u rsu it o f his b u si­ 
n e s s lie follow ed the tide to L eadville and 
th e r e m a d e the acquaintance o f B elt, K n ig h t 
a n d D e x te r. 
H e exam ined th e m ine, th e n a 
m e re p ro sp ect, aud being favorably im pressed 
w ith its appearance he com m enced negotia­ 
tio n s h a v in g for th eir object th e p u rch ase o f 
th e p ro p e rty . 
A t th a t tim e 


BELT AND K N IG H T 
w e r e 
w o rk in g the claim , alth o u g h D ex ter 
h e ld a quit-claim title to h a lf o f B eit’s in­ 
te r e s t. 
T h e suit in stitu ted by S igafus against 
B e lt a n d K night, w as p ending a n d as y e t u n ­ 
d e te rm in e d . 
Rogers finally cam e to an u n ­ 
d e r s ta n d in g w ith B elt, K n ig h t an d D exter, 
w h o fix e d the price o f th e m ine a t 5 10 ,000. 
D e s ir in g to secure the pro p erty , R ogers ap­ 
p lie d to S igafus for the purpose o f ascertain ­ 
in g upon what term s he would settle his ad­ 
verse claim and discontinue his action.

In planting shrubbery I w ould advise dig­ 
ging a hole about two feet across putting in 
some good rich loam or adobe soil, as I find 
roses do splendidly on adobe soil, m uch bet­ 
ter than 0 1 1 gravelly soil: and if you should 
purchase roses two or three feet high I should 
advise cutting them down to six inches of the 
ground. 
You will find th at you will get a 
much better growth the first season than from 
letting the top stay on. 
T he danger is if you 
have all the top on hybrid perpetuals and 
climbing roses, in nine cases out of ten they 
will not grow at all. 


The H ybrid Perpetual liosc—1 would re­ 
mark it is a mistake to suppose th at all roses 
in this class are perpetual bloomers as the 
name implies. 
They are w ithout question the 
most valuable for their abundance of blos­ 
soms in June, and most of them will give oc­ 
casionally flowers during the sum m er months, 
and, if a favorable season, a fair show' in au­ 
tumn, but to expect a continuous bloom, as 
the tea and China roses afford, would be a 
sad disappointment. 
A s a class they are 
nearly all liardy in the eastern states and of 
easy culture, well adapted to be grown 0 1 1 
I lawns, as a single specimen, or in a hedge cul­ 
ture of roses. 
But little need be said on this 
subject; all that is needed is a deep rich soil 
in a sunny position. 
L ittle cultivation will 
be required during the sum m er, beyond keep­ 
ing the soil well stirred and free from weeds. 
If some light, thoroughly decomposed m a­ 
nure, such as comes from a spent hot-bed, can 
be conveniently obtained it w ould be well to 
mulch the roses with it during the heat of 
summer. 
It will not only keop the roots cool 
and moist, but will also furnish them with nn- 
triment.

dry weather, roses are not very liable 
attacks ol' insects or disease. 


When in good growing condition they are 
seldom subject to these pests. 


The red spider often work's serious injury 
to the plants when they have suffered from a 
long spell of dry weather. 
M oisture is his 
bane and should be freely applied to the un­ 
der surface of the leaves where its w orst rav­ 
ages are committed. 
H undreds of these in­ 
sects are often found under one leaf. 
T heir 
presence can be detected by the brow n rusty 
appearance of the foliage, the under surface of 
which looks as if sprinkled w ith red pepper. 
When but few roses are grown each leaf can 
be gently sponged with a soft sponge but in a 
larger collection syringing through a hose to 
the under part of the leaf m ust be resorted to. 
The water should be throw n upon the under 
surface of the the foliage as forcibly as possi­ 
ble and the syringing repeated m orning and 
evening for several days in succession. 
T he 
aphis or green fly feeds upon the soft grow th 
and young foliage. 
His presence is soon de­ 
tected and the remedy is sim ple. 
Dust the 
portions attacked with snuff, applying it thor­ 
oughly or wash the plants w ith strong tobacco 
water. 
The rose slug is 
.1 large soft worm 
which sometimes does a great deal of injury 
to to the plants in June. 
T hey eat the flower 
and buds leaving the plant looking very rag­ 
ged and bare. 
Hand picking is the quickest 
remedy. 


Do not prune in the fall, b ut on the ap­ 
proach of winter 
protect your plants with 
soil, leaves, hay or straw, w hich, ever ¿would 
be the most convenient, this will protect them 
not only from the cold but from the intense 
rays of the sun, which, striking the stem 
while the sap is down is equally injurious. 
A fter the frost is over in the spring remove 
the covering and prune away all dead wood, 
manure liberally and an abundant crop of 
roses through the sum m er and fall will be the 
result.

shrubbery at some future time.

Anthony & Ellis’ Company Score a Triumph

At your last meeting it was requested of 
me to write an article 0 1 1 roses and ornament­ 
al shrubbery to be read at our next meet­ 
ing.

I will not dwell on any one variety, 
there are quite a num ber of varieties . too 
numerous to mention. 
In the future I will 
give you a list of roses which 1 have tried and 
proved to stand the winters here by burying 
up the tops with about live or six inches of 
leaves or soil during the winter months. The 
covering, however, should not be done until 
quite hard frost comes. 
In this locality I 
should 
recommend 
from tiie 
middle of 
November to the first week in December. 
If 
done sooner there is danger, if the season is 
mild as it usually is here until the fi £ of 
December, that the shoots may be smothered 
by too early covering. 
I would advise all 
varieties of deciduous flowering shrujbs to be 
treated in the sam e way for the first year or 
two, after that tim e I am of the opinion that 
they will be hardy enough to take care of 
them&elvee. i would also remark that I have 
pot seen a Weeteria plant flower it] Colorado.

Ship-Building a Thousand Years Ago. 


It was not to be expected that a delicate 
structure such as the Viking ship could re­ 
main for eight or ten centuries buried many 
yards under ground without sustaining some 
damage, or that she should perfectly retain 
her original form. 
It is rather a m atter of 
surprise that the damage is so Miiall as it is. 
Thanks to careful handling and a judicious 
arrangement of supports, there is reason to 
believe that, apart from local strains and con­ 
tortions of form, the hull as it now stands 
represents very closely the ship as she ap­ 
peared when put into the ground. _ 
Mr. 
Archer has taken off her lines with as

he explains the chief peculiarities of the con 
struction. 
The principal dimensions are: 
Length between the rabbets at gunwale, 77 


! feet 11 inches: breadth, extreme, lf> feet 7

, amidships, 5 feet 9 indies. 
The vessel is 
clinker built, and the material all oak. T here 
are 10 strakes of outside planking, the ordi­ 
nary thickness 1 inch, average breadth am id­ 
ships y*.i inches, including i inch land. 
T he 
lengths vary from 8 to 24 i'eet. 
The scant­ 
ling is not, however, uniform throughout; 
thus the tenth plank from the keel is about 8 
inches broad and 1 % inches thick, and form s 
a shelf for the beam-eiuls. The fourteenth 
plank from the keel, or third from the top, 
is about 
10 inches broad and 1 ’4 inches 
thick. 
This 
plank, which we may 
call 
the “ main wale,” is perforated with holes 
for tlie oars. 10

each side, about

nches diameter, 
and 
provided 
w ith 
a 
slit at the after and upper edge to allow the 
blades of the oars to be passed through from 
inboard. 
The two upper strakes are the thi.n- 
nest of all, being scarcely more than 
inch.

L o n d o n W o rld . 


Twickenham has been, and is, inhabited by 
celebrated people. 
Pope lived there; so did 
Horace Walpole and Kitty Clive and Frances 
Braham, Countess Waldegrave; Mr. G rant 
Duffy has only just gone away, and Mr. 
H enry Labouchere lives there still. 
A nd 
there are charitabie people like the F reakes; 
so it was decided that an amateur perform ­ 
ance should be given for the benefit of St. 
John's hospital, recently built and endowed 
by Miss Twining and Twickenham was agog 
accordingly. 


Mrs. Labouchere had promised to persuade 
the Jersey Lily to the extent of her power, 
but w ould Mrs. Langtry play or not? was the 
question which set the Thames 011 fire from 
Islew orth to Hampton court. 
When it be­ 
came know n that Mrs. Langtry would posi­ 
tively appear, siege for tickets was laid to Dr. 
B euthall’s house, and Twickenham m atrons 
threatened, after the Indian fashion, to “sit 
D hoorna’’ at his doorstep until good stalls in 
the front rows were given unto them for the 
half guineas which everybody seemed to have 
found all at once. 
This eagerness was in­ 
creased when it was known that nearly every­ 
thing was sold, and that Mrs. Langtry had been 
studying her part in *'A Fair E ncounter” 
w ith Mrs. Labouchere. 
Some liveliness was 
apparent 011 the fourth bench, for there w as 
Mr. H enry Labouchere, at the left of whom 
sat Mr. Oscar Wilde, the whiteness of whose 
cravat, plastron, and waistcoat was relieveil 
by à kerchief of sunflower'hue, thrust w ith 
cunning carelessness into the last-named gar­ 
m ent. 
Immediately in front of these w as an 
ample form, whole, safe and rotund, su r­ 
m ounted by a face to match, and abundant 
w hite hair and whiskers. 
The face inclosed 
in w hite hair beamed gently upon the p er­ 
formance, and occasionally the head turned 
slowly around toward Mr. Wilde and Mr. 
Labouchere. 
This was the face of a pub­ 
lisher, Mr. Maxwell. 
At his side sat Mrs. 
Maxwell (Miss Braddon) in a gorgeous frock 
of m ingled Indian shawls and a plain w hite 
mobcap, not in the least abridged. 
As “ P lot 
and i/assion" came to an end, the audience 
sw arm ed up to a tremendous pitch of excite­ 
ment, the sources whereof might be a ttrib ­ 
uted to the joint influence of Mr. Tom T ay ­ 
lor's dram a and of anxiety to see Mrs. Lang­ 
try. 
TIiis anxiety was heightened by some 
little delay in setting the scene for “A F air 
E ncounter,” but at last the act-drop rose, and 
Mrs. Langtry was seen in a tastefully fu r­ 
nished 
room. 
Opera-glasses, 
nervously 
rubbed by their owners for fifteen m inutes 
past, were all at once presented, and the au d ­ 
ience was gratified by seeing the Jersey 
Lily 
actually

the 
stage, 
and 
charm ingly 
dressed 
in 
a 
frock 
which m ay be described as of roses half hid­ 
den by snow, or of strawberries and cream. I t 
was a very pretty gown at least, and M rs. 
L angtry has rarely looked better, except in 
her deservedly favorite white. 
To the aston­ 
ishm ent of some, and the delight of all, her 
perform ance as Lady Clara St. John w as 
m arked by none of the embarrassment of the 
débutant«!*. 
Not only did she appear quite at 
ease in all her movements on the stage, but 
her voice never betrayed the slightest trem or 
or w eakness. 
Full, round and vibrant, be­ 
yond the expectation of those who have 
heard Mrs. Langtry’s voice only in society, it 
am ply filled every corner of the large hall, 
containing at least a thousand spectators. 
T his a rt of filling a large space with the voice 
w ithout any apparent effort is one of the m ost 
im portant of stage gifts or acquirements, and 
is certainly possessed in great perfection by 
the beautiful débutante of Saturday last. 
It 
is needless to say how brilliant and effective 
w as the Mrs. Celia Grenville, of Mrs. H enry 
Labouchere, in what high good humor the au­ 
dience rem ained until the end of the perform ­ 
ance, and how heartily it was applauded. 
Then there was the usual bustle of departure 
to get «carriages or catch trains, and the hall 
was filled with exclamations of “I should not 
have expected this,” “Quite perfect and self* 
possessed,” and other remarks, to the effect 
that those who had come to see Mrs. L angtry 
011 the stage were surprised into hearty adm i­ 
ration.

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In the whirl of newspaper changes it is re- 


ported that Mr. John Kelly has sold his Star 
to the republicans and that it will be made an 
administration organ and will support Mr. 
Arthur for a second term. 
Mr. Kelly wants 


to be out of the newspaper business alto- 
,,Btlier—that I get from his own lips- and 
there has always been a rnge for starting 
special administration organs, which have in- 
variably proved failures. In Grant's second 
term n Grant organ was started with a great 
llourisli of trumpets, ex-Senator Tom Platt 
furnished the money, and Norvell, financial 
editor of the Times, became its chief editor. 
It was to embody Grant's financial views—so 
it was announced—and that gave it :a good 
start. But, singularly enough, during the 
iirst month of its existence it published a fi- 
nancial article which Grant was compelled to 
authoritatively disavow, and which dug its 
own grave. After a lingering existence of 
about three months it died, and some of its 
bills still remain unpaid. 
A similar fate be- 


fell the Standard—ft Grant organ which John 
Kussell Young attempted to establish at the 
beginning of Grant's first term. 
It proved a 


failure, though a creat deal of money was 
lavished upon it. 


A veteran newspaper publisher, speaking 


of the administration organ business with 
special reference to the rumor of a new deal 
at the Star ottice, said: "I remember a num- 
ber of such experiments, and with one of 
them 1 had a business connection. When 
John Tyler came into office by'Harrison's 
death lie felt that he must have an organ. 
Tiie Atlas was then at the height of its glory 
and led the Sunday papers of the metropolis. 
It was published by Herrich & Ropes. 
They 


were both in the custom house, and of course 
had to stand by the administration. A daily 
paper was needed, of course, by the presi- 
tlout, and they started the Aurora in addition 
to the Atlas. The Aurora lasted about as 
Ion? as Tyler did, and then it sunk out of 
sight, having-about bankrupted the publish- 
ers—the surviving member of the firm being 
now engaged in setting type in a city news- 
paper oniee. It had queer luck. Its first edi- 
tor, Nichols, married u female doctor, an 
English woman, and took up medicine. Its 
second editor, Forster, a western man, mar- 
ried Madame Du Marguerites, at Philadel- 
phia, and went off to live there. They were

never could get any copy out of him until the 


I last minute, and then, he would give them 
a long, dull, heavy political leader.

of water on the surface of the earth has been 
steadily diminishing for many thousands of 
years. 
Mo one doubts that there was a time 


wheV th4 Caspian Sea communicated with 
the Black; Sea, and when the Mediterranean 
covered the Desert of Sahara. In fact, geolo- 
gists tell us that atone period the whole of 
the earthjwas covered by water, and the fact 
that continents of dry land now exist is proof 
that ther0 is less water on our globe now than 
there w^is in its infancy. 
This diminution 


of our supply of water is going on at the 
present day at a rate so rapid as to bo clearly 
appreciable. The rivers and smaller streams 
of our Atlantic states are visibly smaller than 
they were twenty-five years ago. Country 
brooks in' which men now living were accus- 
tomed to 'fish and bathe in their boyhood have 
in many! cases 
totally 
disappeared, not 


through qu act of man, but solely in conse- 
quence of the failure of springs and rains 
which once fed them. Tho level of the great 
lakes- is falling year by year. There are 
many piers on the shores of lake-side cities 
which vessels once approached with ease, but 
which now hardly reach to the edge of the 
water. 
Harbors are everywhere growing 


shallower: This is not due to the gradual 
deposit of (earth brought down by livers or of 
refuse from city sewers. 
The harbor of 


Toronto lias grown shallow in spite of the 
fact tliat i(j lias been dredged out so that tho 
bottom rook has been reached, and all the 
dredging which can be done to the harbor of 
New York will not permanently deepen it.

•What the Poet of Democracy Says of the Con- 


cord Poet. 


From the Critic. 


CAJIDEN", N. J., Dec. 1.—During my last 


three or four months' jnunt to Boston and 
through New England I spent such good 
days at. Concord, and with Emerson; seeing 
him under such propitious circuinstances, in 
llio calm, pimcnl'ul, but most radiant twl- 
Hgh't of his old age (nothing in the height ot 
his literary action and expression so becom- 
ing and impressive), that I must give a few 
impromptu notes of that memorable and pe- 
culiar personality, now near his eightieth 
year, ns I have just seen him there, In hH 
home, silent, sunny, surrounded by a beauti- 
ful family. 


(Sept. 17J).—Never had I n hotter piece of 


luck befall me; n long and blessed evening 
with Emi'rson, in 
iV way I couldn't havu 


wl<hod better or different. 
For nearly two 


hours liu has been placidly sitting where I 
wmld see his facts in tho best light near me. 
.My seat and relative arrangement wern snch 
that, without being rude or anything of tho 
kind, I could just look squarely at E., which 
I did a goyd part of two hours. On entering 
he had spoken very briefly, oa.sily and polite- 
ly to several of the company, then settled 
himself in his chair, a trUle pushed back, and, 
though a listener and apparently an alert 
one, remained silent through the whole talk 
and discussion. A lady friend quietly took a 
seat next him to'give especial attention. And 
so, there Emerson sat, and I looking at him. 
A good color in his face, eyes clear, with the 
well-known expression of sweetn«s and the 
old clear-peering aspect quite the same. 


(Sep. 18).—Several, hours at E.'s house, 


and dinner there. An old familiar house (he 
lias been in it thirty-five years), with tho sur- 
roundings furnisliment, roominess, and plain" 
elegance and fulness signifying democratic 
ease, sufficient opulence, and an. admirable 
old fashioned simplicity—modern luxury;

Amid the 
utter delirium-disease called book-making, its 
feverish cohorts filling our world with every 
form of dislocation, morbidity and special 
type of anemia or excepllonalism (with the 
propelling idea of getting the most possi- 
ble money, first of all), how 
comfort- 


ing to know of an author who has, through a 
long life, ami in spirit, written as honestly, 
spontaneously and innocently, as the sun 
shines or the wheat grows—the truest, sanest, 
most moral, sweetest literary man on record 
—unsollcd by pecuniary or other warp—ever 
teaching the law within—ever loyally out- 
cropping his own self only—his own poetic 
and devout soul! if there be a spirit above 
that looks down and scans authors, here is 
one at least in whom it might bo well pleased.

American Elections in England.

The house of commons is an old-fashioiiud 


stage-coach with horses pulling different ways, 
in an age of railroads. To convert it into a 
railroad is the object of all sincere radicals. 
The trouble is that while tho object of all rad- 
icals is the same, they differ among them- 
selves as to the means to attain it. This 
would be my plan; I should divide the United 
Kingdom into thirty districts.

HEFUNDINO SCHEME. 


WASHINGTON, December 14.—Ilamlnll on 


Friday next will introduce a bill to redeem 
uid refund portions of the funded debt of 
he United States: 


SECTION 1. The secretary of the treasury is 


lirected to retain in lawful money and bul- 
lon a reserve equal in amount to 30 per cent. 
)f the aggregate amount of liabilities due and 
uupaid, with tho exception of gold certifi- 
ates, silver certificates and certificates of de- 
josits. This will not interfere with sections 
f the revised statutes governing this mat- 
er. In addition the secretary of the treas- 
ry shall retain in the treasury iu lawful 
wney and bullion a reserve equal In amount 
o 30 per cent, of the aggregate amount of 
Jnited States notes in circulation.- Frac- 


silver coin and minor coin in the 


reasury shall not be counted as lawful money 
n the treasury. All lawful money and gold 
ullion when coined in excess of the amount 
f reserve herein required shall be applied to 
10 redemption of continued sixes. The par- 
icular bonds to be redeemed will be designat- 
d by the treasury department and bonds so 
esignated shall cease to bear interest after 
he expiration of sixty days from publication 
f notice. Whenever the whole of said bonds 
liall have been called in for redemption any 
urplus thereafter existing or accruing in the 
reasury shall be applied to the redemption of 
onlinued fives on ninety days' notice, or any 
uch surplus may, in the discretion of the 
ecretary ot the treasury, be applied to the 
urchase of any interest bearing bonds of the 
United States. 
• 


SEC. 2. Directs the secretary of the treas- 


ury to Issue coupon or registered bonds of the 
Jnited States in denominations of fifty dol- 
ars and multiples thereof* redeemable at the 
pleasure of the United States after five years, 
and payable in twenty years from the date of 
heir issue, bearing interest at 3 per cent, 
quarterly or bemi-aunually in direct and even 
exchange, dollar for dollar, for the continued 
fives known as 8>£s, four months time being 
given on these bonds. The«*e 3 per cents, 
shall not be liable for any purpose. 


SEC. 3. After the expiration of four months 


'rom date of passage of this act the secretary 
of the treasury may offer for sale by public 
proposal and sell to the highest bidders under 
such rules and regulations as he may pre- 
scribe, but at not less than par and accrued 
nterest such amount of a per cent, bonds as 
may be necessary, in addition to any surplus 
of moneys applicable to the purpose, then at 
Ills disposal to provide for the redemption of 
imy 3>?s, which shall not have been vrev'i- 
ously redeemed or exchanged, and shall ap- 
ply proceeds ot such sales to. redemption of 
sucli outstanding 8J4 bonds under condi- 
tions prescribed in section 1, and whenever 
all of said bunds shall have been extinguish- 
ed by exchange or redemption, or their re- 
demption shall have been fully provided for, 
all authority for the issue of bonds under this 
act shall cease. 
. 


SEC. 4. Provides that no boud upon which 


interest has ceased shall be accepted or con- 
tinued on deposit as security for circulation of 
national banks and for safe keeping of pub- 
lic money; and in case bonds so described 
shall not be withdrawn within thirty days 
after interest has ceased, and after due notice 
from the comptroller of currency, the bank- 
ing association depositing the same shall be 
subject to liability tlierefor. Section 1234, 
Ilevised Statutes, is so amended as to provide 
that national banks intending to withdraw a 
whole or any part of bonds upon which inter- 
est has not ceased held by the treasurer of 
the.United States to secure their circulating 
notes, and to deposit lawful money in lieu 
thereof for the purpose of retiring or redeem- 
ing their circulation, shall be required to give 
ninety days' notice of such intention. It re- 
enacts Sections 5159 and 5700, but provides 
that nothing contained in this act shall be 
construed to repeal or in any manner affect 
existing provisions of the law respecting na- 
tional bauks in process of liquidation. 


Sue. 5. Provides that the payment of any 


of the bonds hereby authorized after the ex- 
piration of five years may be made in amounts 
to be determined by the secretary of the 
treasury; in conformity, however, with any 
laws which may then exist regulating tho dis 
position of surplus revenues, operations of 
the sinking fund, or the amount of reserves tt 
be retained in the treasury. The secretarj 
shall give public notice of the redemption, 
and the interest on bonds so selected shali 
cease at the expiration of- ninety days from 
publication of such notice; provided that the 
secretary of the treasury may in lieu of giving 
such previous notice offer to purchase any o: 
the bonds at a price not exceeding the 
amount which would be due and payable for 
the bonds if called In for redemption. 


SEC. 0. Authorizes the secretary of the 


treasury to coin gold bullion in the treasury 
into double eagles as far as may be neces- 
sary to execute the provisions of this aqt. 


SBC. 7. Nothing in this Act shall be con- 


strued as authorizing any increase iu the pub< 
Ho debt, and repels all acts, inconsistent

Scoville began to cross-examine witness

That shows just how 
little sense you have got, Corlthill, to put up 
this man as an expert. (To Scoville.) And 
you haven't got common horse sense to waste 
the time of the court to examine his charac- 
ter.

Re-examined by Corkhill, witness saldT "In 


my opinion at the time I knew him he was 
thoroughly competent to distinguish between 
right and wrong."

Scoville asked: "What was the appear-, 


ance of prisoner when you knew him?" 


Answer—"He looked about the same as 


now, except about the eyes."

Ans—At that time he had a free expres- 


sion ; now the expression seems suppressed. 


Guiteau gradually worked himself into a 


towering rage and declared against the wit- 
ness, the prosecution and cranks whom he 
claimed threatened him with violence, his 
billingsgate being especially directed against 
;he prosecuting attorney. Referring to Cork- 
hill he said: ''He is getting too dirty and too 
stinking to live, and the first thiug he knows 
God Almighty will take him off and send him 
down below." 


Kush R. Shoppen, pastor of AH Saint's 


church, Washington, boarded at the same 
house and occupied a seat at the same table 
with the prisoner from April last till the day 
before the murder of the prisoner, when the 
prisoner disappeared. Witness had frequent- 
ly conversed witli the prisoner. Both had 
lived in Chicago and that termed a basis of 
conversation which led quite to familiarity. 
The prisoner was a little nervous, chatty and 
polite. Witness never detected anything to 
indicate insanity. The usual topics of con- 
versation were Conkling, - Garfield .and the 
New Testament revision. He exhibited no 
more excitement than other persons might. 


Mrs. Dunmire, former wife .of Guiteau, 


took the stand. She was married to the pris- 
oner in 1809. Scoville objected unless the 
records in proof of divorce were shown. Wit- 
ness was then withdrawn. 


Corkhill said he would introduce witness 


after obtaining a copy of the record,' 


Dr. Noble Young, physician at the jail, re- 


lated the particulars of several talks with the 
prisoner. At one time he asked the prisoner 
why he removed (using the prisoner's term) 
the president. 
His reply was, "because I 


was inspired to do so;" and a littije after, lie 
said: "If the president should die I would be 
convinced my inspiration was from the Deity, 
but if lie should recever I would ba in doubt 
about it." 
Witness was asked if he con- 


sidered the prisoner sane and he replied: "A 
perfectly sane man, sir; and as bright, quick 
and intelligent as you would see in tv sum- 
mer's day;"not the slightest insiiity about 
him; a little impatient at restraint at times, a 
llttlp nervous as men in his position would 
naturally be, but perfectly sane." 


Mrs. Scoville suddenly rose and sild: "Your 


honor, I would like to ask a question. I con- 
sider it of vital importance to thecase." 


Guiteau—Now don't, sister; it'i all these

Guiteau shouted—"That man came tome as 


an old friend from Chicago, when really he 
was nothing but a spy employed by Corkhill.

Witness continued to read from notes he 


had taken at the second Interview with the 
prisoner. Allusion being made to something 
which appeared in the Washington Republi- 
can Guiteau pounded the desk'and shouted: 
'That's just what that whelp Gorham was 
writing at that time. • Now he is ready to eat 
his own words. 
He is hanging around 


Arthur now and trying to get some little 
office. I have a speech on this fellow Gorham. 
I only want a chance to get at him-" 


Witness said that he read to the prisoner 


what Grant, Conkling and some of the pris- 
oner's alleged friends said of him and.his 
crime. He walked the floor excitedly and 
said: "What does it mean? .»[ would .have 
staked my life that they would have defended 
me. They knew they wanted Garfield re- 
moved, and yet they denounce it, and can 
only see i'u it the bloody act." Witness.showed 
liim some papers in which Guiteau was bit- 
terly denounced for the crime and the prison- 
er's comment was that the true facts had 
ieen suppressed and he had not had any de- 
fense. Witness continued: "He asked me, 
referring to Grant, Conkling and other promi- 
nent stalwarts, 'Do they know I stated that 
have no accomplice?'

Additional dispatches to Ministers Uurlbut 


and Kilpatrick have been furnished for publi- 
cation by Secretary Biaine.

Biaine writes: I learn with regret thatacou- 
struotlon has been put upon your language 
and conduct indicating a policy on the part of 
the government beyoiid the scope of' your In- 
structions. As those instructions were clear 
and explicit and as the department Is in 
possession of Information which would seem 
to require the withdrawal of confidence re- 
posed in you, I must consider this interpreta- 
tion of your words and acts as the result o( 
some strange and perhaps prejudiced miscon- 
ception. My only material for forming this 
opinion consists of your memorandum to Ad- 
miral Lynch; your letter to Senor Garcia, 
Sergeant Pierola, and the convention with 
President Calderon, crediting a naval station 
to the United States. I should have preferred 
•you .should hold no communication witli 
Admiral Lynch on questions of a diplomatic 
character. He was present as military com- 
mander of the Chilian forces, and you were 
accredited to Peru. Nor do I conceive Ad- 
miral L'ynch .as commander of tho Chilian 
army of occupation had any right to nskor 
receive any formal assurance from you as to 
the opinion of our government.

Professor Spier, president of the London 


society of engineers, has been talking to a 
representative of the London Daily News 
about his recent journey- of observation in 
America. His views touching this country 
are complimentary. "I am satisfied," he says, 
"of America's boundless prospects, and am 
assured there are homes here for millions, 
and food for millions yet to come," which 
conclusions Americans are not likely to con- 
tradict What seems especially to have Im- 
pressed him are the agricultural possibilities 
of the lower Rocky mountain region and of 
the southern portion of the Pacific slope; and 
this Is rather, remarkable, because the aver- 
age Englishman is apt to be carried away by 
the obvious richness of the Mississippi valley 
and the wonderful wheat producing qualities 
of the northwest—without reflecting that the 
climate of the river region and tlie uncertain- 
ties of frost and flood In the plains country 
render these portions of our land undesirable 
for 
English 
former-colonists, 
and with 


equal good sense, for sufficient reason, 
he has passed over the claims upon colonists 
put forward by the English provinces of the 
north. He strongly advises English farmers 
to immigrate to this country, and says spe- 
cifically: "I would recommend Colorado and 
Southern California. 
1 would not recom- 


mend the Valley of the Mississippi or Can- 
ada." .Evidently, Professor Spier is an ex-1 


ceptional sort of English traveller; _pne <»p- 
abie.of'sffiaying'bui'iwmntiy understandlng- 
ly, arid of pointing out to his own conntry- 
men how they can best turn pur surplus riches 
to their own profit. 


Professor Vennor has been quite successful 


in his predictions bacause he hns guarded 
against every possible accident. For exam pie 
in his almanac he makes the .following pre- 
dictions for December, 1881: 


"The characteristics of December probably 


will be those of the preceding two months. This, 
I believe, will bo one of those Deocgibora that 
will cause Inquiry of the oldest inhabitant as to 
whether there ever bad been such a December 
before. In Canada flowers may be discovered in 
bloom in tho.open garden, and ploughing will be 
continued almost up to Christmas." 


This was prepared in the latter partjof 1880 


and has not been realized. In September 
last he prepared his almanac for 1882 and also 
gave other predictions for December, 1881. 
This is what he says this time: 


,1'DECEMDER, 1881.—I hardly like the look of this 


month, viewed from- the present standpoint . 
(Sept. 18). It looks ugly, nnd smacks of cold- 
bitter, bitiriff cold, north and south, east and 
west. The month bids fair to.be cold and dry 
rTither than otherwise, and this cold may be 
somewhat proportionate to tbe he.at of the past 
summer, lind extend to extreme* southern nnd 
western points. The entry of the month is like- 
ly to brlnsr In winter abruptly in most sections 
Where winter is usually expected and experi- 
enced. The first week of the month will prob- 
ably give the first good snow-falls of the season 
in New York." 


It will thus be seen that every possible con- 


tingency has been provided for in these two 
predictions. In any case Professor Vennor 
can say, "I told you so." 


Our trouble over tlie" Peru-Chili difficulty 


seems tp 'have arisen from the fact that our 
representatives to those governments were 
not trained diplomats. It again suggests the 
question whether these 
foreign missions 


should belong to broken down, unsuccessful 
politicians. The American caucus is not the 
school to fit one to adjust delicate questions 
of international law. Our diplomatic service 
should consist of men trained for it and they 
should 
be 
promoted as 
they 
show 


themselves capable. 
Then we should not 


have, such awkward questions to settle as we 
now have in South America. Diplomacy is 
just as much of a profession as law or medi- 
cine. It would be nearly as wrong to appoint 
a defeated candidate for congress who had 
neither studied law or medicine to the su- 
preme bench or to the surgeon-generalship of 
the army, as to make many of the appoint- 
ments which are now made to the diplomatic 
service. 


TEIAL OF RUSSIAN POLICE. 


Our dispatches yesterday gave the result of 


the trial of the three Russian police officers 
for not using proper precautions to' save tho 
czar's life. The following additional facts 
taken from the Cincinnati Commercial may 
be of interest; 


Mrovlnsky was attached to the prefecture of: 


St. Petersburg as a tecbnical engineer; Teglefl 
wns chief police officer of tho Spassky district: 
and Fursoff was chief of tho secret section of the 
piofecture. The accusation against Stravinsky 
Is, that though Tegleft Informed him that there 
were reasons to suspect a crime nnd other prepar- 
ations to assassinate the czar, nnd requested him 
to inspect the cheese shop of Kobezeff, In tittle 
Garden street, he did not use all the means nt 
his command to discover tbe mine which 
existed. The charge against Tegleff IB that bar- 
ing suspected Kob^zeft nnd his supposed wife, of 
making preparations for 'the assassination of 
the czar, and having had his suspicions con- 
firmed by the discoveries of his agents, he did 
not, until March 12, the day before the nssaSsinR- 
tlon took place, take any steps for discovering 
the mine, nnd when he did examine Kobezeff's 
shop he did not employ all tho means at hie dis- 
posal for accomplishing his obi cot. Theoharrre 
ngalnsl Fursoff is that having been furnished 
by'Tegleff with Information against tho Kobr- 
zeffa-ho did not tako'any steps to verify his sus- 
picions; that he did not Inform the procureur 
nnd gendarmerie of what was going on until the 
afternoon of the assassination of tho czar, and 
finally that having considered tho reimlts of 
Teglefl's Inspection of the checso shop^lhe, p'ro- 
Tious day he did not use all^h'6'1nWBi/at .b«u 
disposal to discover tb'e mlheT : ' 
„ Tie prosecution acts ;upon the assumption 
that had Mrovlnsky, Tegleff and Fursofl fldno 
their whole duty the Kobezeff mine would hnvo 
been discovered, and that- that would .have led 
to the discovery of the other parts of tho plot; 
or, at least, that the arrangements for the' visit 
of theeznrtotho parade would hnvo fesen so 
modified as to have protected him from danger. 


The jury at least seem to have considered 


the above charges proven. All the officers 
stated fair reasons, Jbut In view of the result, 
no excuse was allowed. They ought to have 
followed up their suspicions more promptly. 
It was their misfortune that at this particular 
time they did not take their suspicions for 
facts. The sentences were for three years 
imprisonment.

MB. BANDAIX'S FUNDING BUI., 


The refunding bill which Mr. Randall will 


introduce into the house to-morrow is very 
cunningly drawn. -Many features would have 
beeli considered very mischievous two years 
ago. It contains many greenback suggestions 
which the present stable condition of our fi- 
nances renders comparatively harmless. The 
first section proposes to reduce the coin re- 
serve for the resumption of greenbacks 
from 40 to 30 per cent, of the amount 
issued. 
The grcenbackers have always 


been troubled by the coin reserve and tried to 
get it into -circulation. I£ .their efforts had 
been successful in 1878 we never should have 
resumed. Another provision of this first sec- 
tion is that this coin shall be paid out for the 
redemption of bonds as fast as it accumulates 
to over 30 per cent, of the circulation of the 
greenbacks. This will necessitate immediate- 
ly the payment of nearly $50,000,000 of this 


fice with a grave doubt in the minds of many 
good people that his parly had carried the coun- 
try.

•the csBiih'try on the side of the republican, 
party and wns sufficient to glye us the election. 


Third — He made an honest attempt to re- 


form the civii service. This has been sneered 
at by many, but thoughtlessly. There has 
been nn immense change tft public sentiment 
and in the service since Mr. Hayes became 
president. It is only necessary to take a sin- 
gle feature of St. Under Grant the service 
became so purely political that the entire 
management of the part}' was in the hands of 
officeholders. The chairman of the 'republi- 
can national committee wns tho secretary of 
the interior, who left his bureau in Washing- 
ton' and 
spent 
about five mouths in

campaign. 


This

done five years ago. Again the chairman of 
the state central committees of Rhode Island, 
New York, Wisconsin, Colorado and many 
other states were office-holders.

Of course 
the holder of the bond will ask for the 
gold. If this is paid out after a little more 
silver is coined, we shall find our entire re- 
serve In silver. This might involve us in 
great financial peril. If we decline to give 
the bondholder the option of choosing what 
coin he will have, we inay pay out half silver 
and half gold, or all silver. In this way we 
may put silver Into circulation. But is it a 
good way? 


The bill also has the usual -slap for the 


national banking system which did so much 
to save the country during the war and which is 
so very disagreeable to the average democrat. 
The bill provides the surplus over 30 pei 
cent, shall be used to buy bonds which 
shall be called iu and on which interest shall 
cease four months after such call. 
The 


fourth section attempts to. apply this to tho 
national banks. It provides that no bond on 
which interest has ceased shall'be accepted or 
continued as a deposit for the circulation of 
national banks, This.. on its face Would seem 
absurd. It forbids the government to fund 
Its debt in a non-interest bearing security. 
This would seem to be the best thing possible 
for the government. In fact we are surprised 
that Mr. Randall does not introduce a bill 
providing that hereafter the bonds placed on 
deposit for national bank circulation shall 
not bear interest. Even at the low rate of 3 
percent, this would save the government 
over $10,000,000 annually. 
But Mr. Randall 


says that the national banks shall not go 
.without interest even if they wish to, and 
provides by law that non-interest bearing 
bonds 
shall 
not 
be 
considered 
good 


as 
a 
deposit 
for 
circulation.

to the banks butMr. Randall has not hsretofore 
manifested any such sentiments and wo must 
look ddeper for an explanation. He evident- 
ly thinks.the national banks will prefer to 
have bonds bearing no interest rather than 
have them paid off in silver, and this is the 
way he tries to outgeneral tlie banks. Of 
course the proposition, is absurd. If any 
American citizen chooses to keep non-interest 
bearing bonds, he should have the privilege. 
The government should not insist that it will 
not borrow without interest, if its citizens and 
banks insist that it shall. Mr. Randall makes 
his bill grotesque by this provision. 


The whole bill is founded on a misappre- 


hension. It tries to force silver into circula- 
tion by artificial means which will only make 
it the more unpopular. It tries to force con- 
fidence which must be wooed. It was the de- 
feat of such measures for the last ten years 
that has made it possible to fund the debt In 
a three per cent. bond. It remains to be seen 
whether the defeat of such bills is necessary 
to maintain our credit.'

From the Critic. 


CAMDKN, N. J., Dec. 1.—During my last 


three or four mouths' jaunt to Boston and 
through New England I spent such good 
days at Concord, and with Emerson; seeing 
him under such propitious circumstances, in 
the calm, peaceful, but most radiant twi- 
light of his old age (nothing in tho height of 
his literary action and expression so becom- 
ing and impressive), that I must give a few 
impromptu notes of that memorable and. pe- 
culiar personality, now near his eightieth 
year, as I have just seen him there, in his 
home, silent, sunny, surrounded by a beauti- 
ful family. 


(Sept. 17J).—Never had I a better piece of 


luck befall me; a lung and blessed evening 
with Emerson, In a way I couldn't have 
wished better or different.

It is really more protected now because the 
law will not allow any American to sail a 
ship under the American flag unless built-in 
this country. This ia the strongest kind of 


rotection. If an American wishes to sail 
American ship under the American flag, 
ien he must have it built in this country. 
Vith such a law it would do no good to put 
duty on the ships. It certainly could not 
ncourage ship building, because it would in- 
uce no more people to buy ships than are 
ow buying them. The reason is obvious. 
We cannot sell our highly protected manu- 
actures abroad. Take for example our steel 
ails. Our tariff is §28 a ton, and this in- 
creases our price by

he English price. It is impossible therefore 
for us to sell steel rails abroad. Shippers 
could not afford to buy American vessels, be- 
cause the cost would be from 35 to 50 more 
than the cost of-English vessels. We could 
not compete with one of our vessels costing 
§800,000 with an English vessel of the same 
size and speed costing $200,000. 
Wo would 


be compelled to get larger carrying rates. 
If 


we wish to compete successfully for the 
carrying trade, sve must enable our shippers 
to buy ships as low as the English shipper.This 
cannot bo done at present except by having 
free shipping laws and allowing our shippers 
to buy English vessels. 


has been particularly fortunate in having her 
resources well written up in such books as 
llinton's and others. Her statistics have 
been carefully collected. Still we know com- 
paritively little about this neighboring terri- 
tory.' It ia growing very fast. In 1870 the 
white population was only 9,581. Its assessed 
value was only §1,410,295 or only one-third of 
what the assessment is in El Paso county 
this year. In 1880 the white population was 
35,830 or only the size of Denver at that time. 
In 1875, the shipments of precious metals 
only amounted to §109,083. 
This year the 


value of the product of precious metals, 
including copper, is estimated to nave been 
nearly 312,000,000. This was the value of 
our productions in 1878, a year'after Leacl- 
ville was discovered. It is now demonstrated 
that Arizona is one of the richest districts in 
the world in the production of. precious 
metals, and her resources are even more imr- 
developed than those of Colorado. Unfor- 
tunately for Arizona the California method 
has been introduced in the case of rich mines, 
and this has done a good deal of harm. But 
time has more than compensated Arizona for 
these obstructions.

Ai-lzona will be famous for her copper. 


Last7.ear 4,000 tons were mined and shipped 
anfl were worth at the mine $1,500,000. The 
first copper mjncd in Arizona was shipped 
about a 1,000 miles in bull, teams to El Moro 
and from there east. Notwithstanding this 
great expense, the copper was sold at an ad- 
vantage In competition with the Lake Supe- 
rior copper in the eastern market. There are 
now vast quantities of copper ore in the mines 
which will run from 40 to 60 per cent copper. 
The copper ore mined in Lake Superior aver- 
ages only six per cent. pure. In coal that ter- 
ritory is also rich. Geologists have estimated 
the area of coal at 30,000 square miles and 
that the coal beds are practically inexhausta- 
ble. The great salt deposits are another of the 
rich resources of Arizona. A hundred miles 
above Phoenix, the leading agricultural centre 
in the territory, "there is a high bluff of pure 
salt overlooking the Salt river. 


But Arizona has other riches besides mines. 


Her rich valleys are partly occupied by 
farmers and are producing .a large variety of 
vegetables, fruits and cereals. In one county 
500 acres are given to grapes, 150 to peaches, 50 
to apricots, 5,000 acres to barley, 5,000 acres to 
wheat and 500 acres to corn. This shows 
that farming is carried on quite extensively 
in some of the Arizona counties. The average 
production to an acre is 1,500 pounds of 
wheat and the price about 81.40 per hundred 
pounds. 
Vegetables are in the market in 


March and tho railroads will open up a more 
extensive market. 
The Salt Elver district is 


one of the most fertile and the river contains 
plenty of -water for irrigation purposes. If 
proper ditches were constructed a .much 
larger acreage could be brought under culti-v 
vation. 
" " ' 


Grazing is another resource of Arizona. At 


present there are 87,000 cattle and 410,000 
sheep in the territory, not to speak of horses, 
mules nnd hogs. Largo sections of the coun- 
try are peculiarly adapted to stock nising. 
The climate is generally milder than here and 
is perhaps better adapted to stock raisiig. 


This little pamphlet also gives a large 


amount of Information regarding wages, cost 
of living, the different Indian tribes, the his- 
tory of Arizona, her climate, etc. The:noney 
Arizona has spent in getting these facts and 
publishing them will soon come back in Im- 
migration. , It must do a great deal to show 
the immense riches of Arizona and inttee the 
Investment of capital there.

Just what the 
grade of this ore Is cannot be stated as it is 
unknown, but Mr. Stevens gave assurance 
that the last lot of one hundred tons sampled 
by the Argo works gave an assay of seventy- 
two ounces of silver to the ton. It is highly 
probable that this is above the average grade, 
but still the ore Is undoubtedly yielding a fair 
profit. 
' At the mine all is progressing as usual. 
Cars loaded with ore are being continually 
drawn from the mine and dumped into the 
large railroad cars fr«m the trestle work 
above.. The small cars are each weighed as 
they come from the tunnel and looking over 
the weigher's book It is clearly seen that the 
average production reaches fully a hundred 
tons dally. Samples are'taken from each car 
as it stands on the scales and these samples 
are assayed daily. ... ; 
. Entering the long and fine tunnel through 
which the mine is worked, a distance of nearly 
nine hundred feet is traversed before the ore 
body is reabhed. There is a fine engine and 
boiler set in compartments cut in the solid 
rook, beside the tunnel, over eight hundred 
feet from its mouth. 


The south incline extends in an easterly di- 


rection at a pitch of about twenty-five'de- 
grees and was commenced at the south side 
of the ore chute. Down this cars are run to 
the different levels below.

Returning up the incline the eighth level 


was next visited. This first cut ore at 57 feet 
from the incline, but it has not been found in 
the solid masses such as exist in the levels 
above. In. fact the vein, seems split up Into 
seams, and but little ore in mass is found. 
The quality of. ore also is not as good or does 
not appear as good as above. At the further 
end of the drift yesterday there seemed a 
better showing than at any other point along 
the drift.

Governor Heal, of Idaho, Interviewed on the 


Strength of the Oh.ur.ch, 


NEW YpBK," December 1!}.—Governor Neal 


of Idaho, now here, was interviewed yester- 
day by a Tribune reporter on the subject of 
Mormonism. The,former said: "Mormonism 
is a serious question on the Pacific coast, and 
Mormons are making special efforts to control 
territories outside of Utah, where they have 
already complete mastery. If the press of 
the ''country Afould discuss the question 
thoroughly a sentiment would soon be created 
that would compel congress to act iu the mat- 
ter. I should also like to say that the division 
of parties in Utah is those in sympathy with 
the Mormons and anti-Mormon. There are 
no republicans or democrats known as such 
there, and I find among the staunchest anti- 
Mormons suqh men as Judge Eoseborough, 
Judge Sutherland, Colonel Samuel Merritt 
and many other prominent democrats, all as 
hostile as any republican 'to the prevailing 
system. 
It is part of a plan of the Mormon 


church to populate surrounding territories and 
states with its adherents, with a view of 
ultimately 
gaining 
political 
control* of 


them, and then .by bargaining with either of 
the political parties to have the territories 
admitted as states, thus obtaining the balance 
of power in congress. In my opinion the 
Mormon church is more of a political than a 
religious organization, and I am convinced 
that it is a treasonable organization. 1 be- 
lieve members of it who go through the En- 
dowment House take ail oath of hostility to 
the government, and I have myself heard 
treasonable doctrines preached in the Salt 
Lake tabernacle. In my judgment it will be 
necessary ultimately to deal with the ques- 
tion from this standpoint unless congress 
adopts immediately very effectual measures 
to prevent the practice and spread of polyg- 
amy, for that is the comer-stone o£ the 
church.

is why the priests insist so strenuously on the 
practice of polygamy. They know that an 
interest in the crime will strengthen the 
church and make it better able to accomplish 
its designs. Bear Lake county in Idaho is 
populated exclusively by Mormons. The 
last census gave it a population of 3,200. 
Oneida county, having the largest repre- 
sentation in the territorial legislature, is con- 
trolled by Mormons, who have a population 
of 4,000 out of a total of 7,500. In Cossea 
county they have a number of settlements, 
and are enabled by throwing their vote foe 
those who are friendly to them to decide the 
elections. The territory has a population of 
about 40,000, and the Mormons number near- 
ly 10,000. Mormonism is opposed to all our 
industries, particularly to .mining, which w 
the greatest interest on the Pacific slope. If 
the Mormons had power they would not per- 
mit an. ounce of ore to be mined, nor indeed 
would they allow any person hostile to their. 
peculiar institution's to settle in their midst. 
I am frequently asked bow, in a free country 
like this, the Mormon priesthood exercises so 
complete control over the followers of the 
church. It is easy of explanation: The Mor- 
mon population is largely made up of the low- 
est and most superstitious classes of foreign- 
ers. In their own countries they were ac-. 
customed to submit to priestly domination, or 
they lived under a despotic government. 
When brought to America they are put ontue 
cars at New York and taken as rapidly as pos- 
sible to Utah, where they are placed for settle- 
ment in exclusively Mormon communities. 
They have seen nothing and know iiotti- 
ing of American ideas and institutions 
and

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THE LEE LAW SUIT. 


Decision in the United States Court—His- 


tory of the Oase. 


Judge Hallett, in the United States court, 


acting for Judge McCreary, recently delivered 
an Interlocutory decree affirming and defining 
the rights of Mrs. AT. Seymour llogers vs. the 
Kobert E. Lee Mining company and others. 
The amount involved in the suit is not far 
from 81,000,000. 
It is not supposed that the 


decison will affect the 
former Colorado 


Springs owners of the Lee, as the mine was 
sold to the present owners subject to any 
claims that inight»be made by Mrs. Bogers. 
As our readers have always taken more or 
less interest in the mine, the following bit of 
history concerning the case, taken from the 
Denver News, will offer information to many: 


The case was brought before the district 


court for Lake county in April, 1880, and 
transferred to the circuit court for adjust- 
ment. The action was commenced by JJ. 
Seymour llogers, complainant, against James 
T. Marshall, James M. Sigiifus, Lorenzo D. 
Koudebush, Irving Howbert, Benjamin F. 
Crowell, Joseph F. Humphrey, and the 
Robert 15. Lee Mining company, for the pur- 
pose of determining the rights in equity, of 
the said Rogers, to an interest in the mine. 


The history of tliis case is at once compli- 


cated and interesting. 


-The mine was discovered on thetwehty: 


fifth day of June, 1878, by George W. Belt 
and William Knight, who subsequently sold 
it to M. Seymour Rogers and Irving Howbert; 
but prior to this sale they bonded one-fourth 
of the mine to Uarnes V. Dexter, who agreed 
to procure a patent for the property. This 
was during September, 1878. 
In October of 


the same year James M. Sigafus appeared 
upon the scene, claimed a one-half interest in 
the mine and commenced a'suit in.tlie district 
court for the fourth judicial district, against 
Belt and Knight for that portion of the mine, 
together with damages. 


The M. Seymour Rogers referred to is the 


wife of William H. Rogers, and in 1878 they 
resided in Colorado Springs. The Rogers 
were quite poor, and he followed the vocation 
of a prospector. In the pursuit of. his busi- 
ness he followed the tide to Leadville and 
there miule the acquaintance of Belt, Knight 
and Dexter. He examined the mine, then £ 
mere prospect, and being favorably impressed 
with its appearance he commenced negotia- 
tions having for their object the purchase of 
the property. At that time 


BELT AND KNIGUT 


were working the claim, although Dexter 
held a quit-claim title to half of Belt's in 
terest. The suit instituted by Sigafus againsi 
Belt and Knight, was pending and as yetun- 
determhied'. Rogers finally came to an mi 
deratanding with Pelt, Knight and Dexter 
who fixed •the price of the niirie, at $10,000 
Desiring tq secure the property, Rogers ap- 
plied to Si«afus for the purpose of ascertain 
Ing upon what'terms he would settle bis ad 
wne claim and discontinue bis action. 


finally effected a compromise, and Sigafus 
agreed to accept a one-third interest from the 
>urchaser of the mine as his shore, to discon- 
inue the suit, and to become a partner with the 
new proprietors. Here the history of the 
;ase carries the matter back to Colorado 
Springs. 
While residing there the Rogers 


formed the acquaintance of Irving Howbert, 
a banker and a man of means. This acquaint- 
mce ripened into friendship and af te1' Rogers 
lad commenced negotiations toward the pur- 
:haseof the mine lie repaired to Colorado 
Springs and applied to his wealthy friend for 
;he means with which to close the bargain. 
Eleiwas successful in his efforts. Howbert, 
placing confidence in his representations re- 
garding the property, agreed to advance the 
equired sum receiving as a remuneration 
;herefor, a one-third interest in the mine, 
while the purchase money was to be repaid 
to him out of the first net proceeds of the 
property. 


At the consummation of the purchase Rog- 


ers, Howbert and Sigafus would each own an 
undivided one-third interest. 


Having arranged .everything satisfactorily, 


Rogers returned to Leadville, and on the 18th 
day of November, 1878, he procured from 
Belt, Knight and Dexter a contract, or title 
bond, wherein, for the consideration of $",- 
000, they agreed to deed the property to Rog- 
ers and Howbert. Of this sum §2,000 was to 


paid immediately, and the remaining S5,- 


000 was made payable on the 18th of Febru- 
ary, 1879. 


THE FH18T PAYMENT 


was made, and on the S2d of November 
Rogers assumed control of the mine. Three 
days later the settlement of Sigafus' adverse 
claim was consummated and his action against 
Belt and Knight was to be discontinued. 
Rogers at once applied himself assiduously to 
the development of the.oUiim until the latter 
part of February, 1879, when he was smitten 
with a stroke of paralysis, and lost all power 
and locomotion and speech. Some time prior 
;o this illness the owners of the mine learned 
that one Harmon F. Lee was about to present 
a claim to a half interest in the property. 
This ciain they believed to be unfounded, 
)ut Lee threatened to commence an action to 
establish his title, and Howbert becoming 
alarmed, evinced a disposition to delay the 
payment of the $5,000 due in February, 1879, 
claiming that were Lee to establish any. title, 
Belt, Knight and Dexter could not convey a 
lear title to the property. 
In January, 1879, Lee conveyed his alleged 


nterest to one Charles Stockbridge, and this 
ionveyance was almost immediately followed 
>y an action brought by Stockbridge against 
Belt, Knight, Dexter, Howbert, Sigafus and 
Rogers for an undivided half of the mine. 
Following in the wakte of this 'suit came the 
day for the payment of $5,000 and Howbert 
refused to produce that sum. 


Rogers continued in a precarious physical 


condition and about this time was removed 
to his home at Colorado Springs. After his 
departure from the mine Sigrffus at once as- 
sumed charge of affairs. Benjamin F. Crow- 
ell and Joseph F. Humphrey obtained their 
nterest in the mine from Howbert, of whom 
,hey purchased it soon after lie obtained an 
nterest and before the date of the final pay- 
nent arrived. 


When Howbert failed to pay the 85,000, 


lelt, Knight and Dexter claimed that lie and 
Rogers had forfeited their right 


TO ANY INTEREST 


n the property, and in March, Dexter, hold- 
,ng in trust Belt's interest, sold it to Joel W. 
jhackclt'ord for 81,000, while Knight conveyed 
lis interest to the same party for one dollar. 
On the first day of April Shackelf ord sold five- 
eighths of his interest to Henry R. Wolcott 
and three-eighths to John B. Sampson. In 
March, ore to the value of §18,000 was taken 
from the mine and sold. Immediately after 
obtaining deeds to the property Wolcott and 
Sampson commenced an action against Rogers 
and Howbert to recover possession.to obtain an 
'njunction restraining them from working the 
nine, and for the sum of $5 damages. James 
Y. Marshall figures in the case by reason of 
;he fact that he was retained as the attorney 
'or Rogers in the actions above mentioned. 
Wolcott and Sampson were successful in ob- 
;aining an injunction restraining Rogers and 
Howbert and their employes rfrom removing 
any ores or mineral from the works, but not 
as applied to the working of the mine. On 
the 15th of May, 1879, Howbert, Sigafus, 
Crowell, Humphrey and Rogers executed an 
option bond to Lorenzo D. Rondebush, in 
which they agreed to sell him the mine for 
8125,000, payable July 15, 1879. It was stip- 
ulated that 810,000 was to be paid immedi- 
ately and Roudebush produced that amount, 
tie allowed the bond to lapse, however, and 
the final payment was never made. After- 
wards Roudebnsh obtained a similar bond 
from Wolcott, Sampson and James, the ad- 
verse claimants, the consideration in this case 
being $185,000, payable August 20,1879, with 
a forfeit of $16,000. During this time the 


JUNE HAD BEEN CONSTANTLY WOBKED, 


and as the injunction prohibited the removal 
of ore it had been stored in the ore house and 
accumulated on the dump until about $125,- 
000 awaited shipment, while ore valued at 
$1,850,00.0 was exposed by the developments. 
Not knowing the value of the mine, Mrs. 
Rogers sold her interest, under pressure, for 
about one-twentieth part of the actual value. 
A young man just from the east and entirely 
unfit to perform the duty was sent by 'Mrs. 
Rogers to examine the mine, and It was par- 
tially owing to his report that the sale was 
made. It Is not charged that he acted in bad 
faith, but that he was dedefvetl as regards the 
value of the mine and the financial circum- 
stances that rendered the sale necessary. 
In 


fact it was represented that Mrs. Rogers must 
furnish one-half of $185,000 for which the 
mine was bonded,or lose her interest. Not be- 
ing able to do this she was forced to sell it for 
any price offered. 
Sigafus declared that he 


had held the mine by the shot-'gun policy long 
enough, and every pressure was brought to 
bear to effect the purchase of the Interest held 
by Mrs. Rogers. The sale was effected July 
81st, 1879, when it was discovered that Mar- 
shall, the attorney of Rogers, was the real 
purchaser. 
Afterwards it was ascertained 


that the adverse claims had been settled, and 
that there was neither any occasion for the 
payment of any portion of the $185,000 or for 
the sale. In fact, after the remaining owners 
had rid themselves of Rogers

large bodies of rich ore and realized many 
thousands from the sale of that on the dumps 
and In the ore house. . 


In December, 1879, Slmckelford obtained a 


patent for the mine, and it has since been 
owned 'by Howbert, Sigafus, Crowell, Hum- 
phrey, Mai-shall, Roudebush andShackelford, 
subject to the equitable rights of Rogers. 


On March 80,1880, Uowbert as trustee for 


all th'e owners, sold the mine to the Robert 
E. Lee Mining company for 810,000,000. This 
conveyance really worked no change in the 
rights of the owners above mentioned, but 
was merely the consideration for .the ten 
millions of stock issued. 


Mrs. Rogers received $45,000 as her share, 


but as soon as she came to the conclusion that 
she had been defrauded of her rights she 
resolved to compel her partners to. make res- 
titution.

Ttie decree ot Judge NoOrwy settles MM 


Roger's right to an'undivided one-third of the 
Robert E. Lee mine, and incidentally requires 
an accounting of all the ore taken out since 
the beginning of the difficulties solved by 
this suit. The total money value of the 
property which thus passes to her is variously 
estimated at from 8600,000 to §1,000,000. 


The defendants have the right of appeal to 


the supreme court of the United States. 


A decree declaring the defendants in tho 


case trustees for the plaintiff, and requiring 
them to account for all the proceeds, rents 
and issues of the property, will be made soon, 
when the matter will be referred to a master 
in chancery. 
His report will show the 


amount necessary to satisfy the demauds_of 
the case, when a final decree will be issued, 
provided, of course, that the cose is not ap- 
pealed and decided adversely.

There are also very good re- 
ports of the Tyler and Hopkins raspberries, 
but there do not seem to be such generally 
good opinions expressed regarding; them as of 
the Lost Rubies.

1IOSKS. 


I will not dwell on any one variety, for 


there are quite a number of varieties , too 
numerous to mention. In the future I will 
give you a list of roses Avhicli I have tried and 
proved to stand the winters.'here by burying 
up the tops with'about five or six inches of 
leaves or soil during the winter months. The 
covering, however, should not be done until 
quite hard frost comes. In this locality I 
should recommend 
from the 
middle -of 


November to the first week in December. If 
done sooner there is danger, if the seasn" is 
mild as It usually is here until the fi <(§,of 


• December, that the shoots may be smothered 


by too' early covering.' I would advise all 
varieties of deciduous flowering shrubs to be 
treated In the satjie way for the first year or 
two, qftej that time I am of the opinion that 
tueyjsit} be b&rdy enough'to take care of 
themselves. I would also remark that I have 


soms in June, and most of them'will give oc- 
casionally flowers during the summer months, 
and, 
if a favorable season, a fair show in au- 


tumii, but to expect a continuous bloom, as 
the tea and China roses afford, would be a 
sad disappointment. 
As a class they are 


nearly all hardy in the eastern states and of 
easy .culture, well adapted to be grown on 
lawnsj.as a single specimen, or in a hedge cul- 
ture ofrqses. But little need be said on this 
subject; all that is needed is a deep rich soil 
'in'd sunny position.' Little cultivation will 
be required during the summer, beyond keep- 
Ing the soil well stirred and free from weeds. 
If some light,.thoroughly decomposed ma- 
nure, such as conies from a spent hot-bed, can 
be conveniently obtained It would be well to 
mulch the roses with it during the heat of 
summer. It will not only keop the roots cool 
and moist, but will also furnish them with un- 
triment. The only other care to be bestowed 
upon them is to pinch old flowers off, and to 
keep them free from insects. This latter is 
an important point. 


Diseases of the Rose. • Excepting in hot, 


dry weather, roses are not very liable to the 
attacks of Insects or disease. 


When in good growing condition they are 


seldom subject to these pests. 


The red spider often works serious injury 


to the plants when they have suffered from a 
long spell of dry weather. Moisture is his 
bane an'd should be freely applied, to the un- 
der surface of the leaves where its worst rav- 
ages are committed. Hundreds of these in- 
sects are often found under one. leaf. Their 
presence can be detected by the brown rusty 
appearance of the foliage, the under surface of 
which looks as if sprinkled with red pepper. 
When but few roses are grown each leaf can 
be gently sponged with a soft sponge but in a 
larger collection syringing through a hose to 
the under part of the leaf must be resorted to. 
The1 water should be thrown upon the under 
surface of the the foliage as forcibly as possi- 
ble and the syringing repeated morning and 
evening for several days in' succession. The 
aphis or green fly feeds upon the soft growth 
and young foliage. His presence is soon de- 
tected and the remedy is simple. Dust the 
portions attacked wfth snuff, applying it thor- 
oughly or wash the plants with strong tobacco 
water. The rose slug is a large soft worm 
which sometimes does a great deal of injury 
to to the plants in June. They eat the flower 
and buds leaving the plant looking very rag- 
ged and bare. Hand picking is the quickest 
remedy. 


Do not prune in the, fall, but on the ap- 


proach of winter protect your plants with 
soil, leaves, hay or straw, which, ever ,would 
be the most convenient, this will protect them 
not only from the cold but from the intense 
rays of the sun, which, striking the stem 
while the sap Is down is equally Injurious. 
After the frost is over in the spring remove 
the covering and prune away all dead wood, 
manure liberally and an abundant crop of 
roses through the summer and fall will be the 
result.

pruned in the spring, but can be pinched off 
in the summer.

den by snow, or of strawberries and cream. It 
was a very pretty mown at least, and Mrs., 
Langtry has rarely looked better, except in 
her deservedly favorite white. To the aston- 
ishment of some, and the delight of all, her 
performance as Lady Clara St. John was 
marked by none of the embarrassment of the 
debutante. Not only did she appear quite at 
ease In all her movements on the stage, but 
her voice never betrayed the slightest tremor 
or weakness. Full, round and vibrant, be- 
yond the expectation of those who have 
heard Mrs. Langtry's voice only in society, it 
amply filled every corner of the largn hall, 
containing at least a thousand spectators. 
This art of filling a large space with the voice 
without any apparent effort is one of the most 
important of stage gifts or acquirements, and 
Is certainly possessed in great perfection by 
the beautiful debutante" of Saturday last. It 
is needless to say how brilliant and effective 
was the Mrs. Cella Grenville, of Mrs. Henry 
Labouchere, In what high good humor the au- 
dience remained until the end of the perform- 
ance, and how heartily it was applauded. 
,Then there was the usual bustle of departure' 
to get carriages or catch trains, and the hall 
was filled with exclamations of "I should not 
have expected this," "Quite perfect and self* 
possessed," and other, remarks, to the effect 
that those who had come to see Mrs. Langtry.
